poned this afternoon by the commiss­ 
ion. 
A new call will be issued later 
The postponement was 
ordered 
be- 
cause Vice Chairman Hugh Stephens 
of Jefferson City, one of the leading 
advocates of an additional bond issue, 
is in Europe and will not return 
in 
time for the conference. 
A date for 
the conference will be set when 
all 
the commissioners can attend. 
The original call was issued 
last 
June for representatives of road and 
autorqpbile organizations, and 
others 
interested in the bond 
proposal, 
to 
meet here and confer 
on 
the 
best 
methods of financing 
the completion 
of the 7640-mile system now slightly 
more than half finished. 
The commission has not 
taken 
a 
definite position on the future method 
'of financing as the four members are 
divided in their opinions. 
Chairman 
C. 1). Matthews of Sikeston and E. J. 
McGrew of Lexington, both Republi­ 
cans, favor a pay-as-you-go 
method, 
from road revenues, that will require 
approximately 10 years to finish the 
system. 
Stephens and J. R. Davis of 
Nevada, Democrats, favor 
an 
addi­ 
tional bond issue to enable completion 
of the system within about four* wir 
five years, and provide for any addi­ 
tional mileage considered necessary. 
Dr. A. H. Buehler of Rolla, 
State 
geologist, is an ex-officio member 
of 
the 
commission, 
but 
not 
a voting 
member. 
The last $.">,000,000 in bonds from 
the original state bond issue of $00,- 
000,000 voted in 1020 were sold this 
spring ami after this year the 
con­ 
struction projcrnm will have to 
in' 
t arried on with the balance remaining 
in the road fund annually after bond 
retirement 
requirement* 
are 
met 
unless an additional bond issue is au­ 
thorized. 
This would cut the annual 
road Construction program down 50 
per cent or more. 
Analysis of the road revenues

bend proponents shows that an adfi- 
t mnni bond issue of $100,000,000 
to

Mo 
torists of the State are paying

construction of the highway system

State-wide road conference called by 
the State Highway Commission

October 12 in Jefferson City to deter­

A date for

The original call was issued

June for representatives of road and 
autnnvdulc organizations, and others 
interested in the bond 
proposal,

meet here and confer

methods of financing 
the completion 
of the 7040-mile system now slightly 
more than half finished. 
The commission has not

Chairman

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T H E F A R M E R AND T H E TARIFF 


By Dr. Thus. W. Page, form er C hair­ 
man of the IJ. S. Tariff Commission. 
The existing tariff is intended 
to 
protect A m erican industries. 
T h at is 
to say the, chief purpose of it is 
to 
enable producers in this country 
to 
sell their products at a higher price 
than would be possible if goods could 
la* freely brought 
to 
this 
country 
from abroad. 
The reason given 
by 
C ongress for this sort of tariff is bhat 
it. costs m ore to 
produce goods 
in 
this country than 
it does abroad, and 
therefore if 
our industries are 
to 
flourish nnd high 
w ages are to be 
paid, the products 
of 
our 
industry 
must sell for a higher price than for­ 
eign products. 
U nfortunately, the tariff does not 
have an equal effect on the price of 
all sorts of goods nnd 
services. 
It 
raises some prices very much, 
others 
very litle nnd yet others not at nil. As 
a result it is a boon to some citizens 
secured at th e expense of others. The 
most im portnat class of products the 
price of which is not raised by 
the 
tariff are the g r ia t staple a g ric u ltu r­ 
al product*. 
'Uhe price our farm ers receive 
for 
that part of their output 
which 
is 
.old at home canr. >t In* higher than 
the price for the surplus which is sold 
abroad. 
F or no one will send his pro­ 
ducts to a foreign m arket if he can 
get a higher price for them at home 
For this reason we often hear it said 
th a t farm ers have to sell their pro­ 
ducts at 
the low 
price 
prevailing 
abroad ami have to pay for w hat they 
buy a price that is 
kept 
artificially 
above tin* foreign level by the tariff. 
It is absurd to think that the m a­ 
jority of the men elected to Congress 
wished to m ake such an unfair dis- 
ciim inatinn against the farm ers. 
On 
the contrary they tri«*d to 
make 
a 
tariff th a t would help the farm ers as 
much as it helped any other class. To 
th at end they 
put 
duties 
on m anj 
kinds of foreign agricultural products 
which they thought might be brought 
to this country. 
These duties helped 
to keep tip the price of some varieties 
of our farm products, but only those 
varieties of which we do not have 
a 
urplus. 
(tn the price of the 
great 
staple crops, like corn and hog pro­ 
duct 
and m ost of the wheat and beef 
iml poultry, the tariff has no a p p re ­ 
ciable effect whatever. 
Owing to this 
failure of the tariff to cover 
sonn 
crops and it« failure to 
affect 
the 
price of m any others, it results that 
the overw helm ing m ajority of 
tin 
farm ers get no direct benefit from tin 
tariff w hatsoever. 
Congress 
was 
much 
concerned 
about the possible burden of the t a r ­ 
iff on the farm ers and in 
order 
to 
lighten it, 1 ut fertilizers 
and sonn 
. f tin* implement* and machinery they 
o e on the free list. 
This still left 
them burdened by the higher price of 
clothing furniture, kitchen 
utensils 
paints ami an infinite numlier of oth 
i r m anufactured goods. 
Every year 
the farm ers have to spend for m anu­ 
factured goods much more than half 
of all they get for their crops. 
To 
the extent th a t the tariff 
raises che 
priee of these goods, it adds to 
the 
expenses of the farm er. 


The worst part of the burden, how­ 
ever, does not consist of g rea ter ex­ 
penses. 
Most 
farm ers get only 
a 
small am ount of money 
they 
con 
spend. 
W hen 
the 
price 
of things 
they want go« •, up, they are simply 
not able to pay out more money. In­ 


stead of spending more, they 
ompelled to do w ithout w hat 
they 
would like to buy. 
The duty on 
a 
heavy w inter overcoat, for example, 
is more th a n 50 per cent of its value. 
T hat m eans th a t a farm e r has to pay 
some 30-odd dollars for an overcoat 
which but for the tariff, 
could 
be 
bought for 20 dollars. 
This does not 
alwnys make him spend more for ov­ 
ercoats for him self and his family, 
bocnuse he hasn’t got the money 
to 
spend. 
W hat it does make him 
and 
his people do is to get along 
with 
their old coats, however patched and 
threadbare and insufficient they may 
be. 
The higher the 
price 
of 
such 
things, the more do farm ers have to 
give up of the things they need. 
If 
the farm ers clearly understood 
this 
effect, they would not elect men 
to 
Congress who would vote for such a 
tariff. 
The trouble is th a t m any farm ers, 
particularly in the W est, and many 


are I continuation of the process in our own 
country 
will 
bring

changes in our governm ent, our social 
our mode of life. 
If we want these 
conventions and our customs, and in 
changes, we should continue the a r ­ 
tificial aid we have been giving to in 
dustrialization.

THE GUILT OF 
BENEDICT ARNOLD

Why did ho do it? 
Why did 
ftie 
bravest and most dashing general of 
suddenly turn traitor, sell out to the 
the American 
Army 
in 
Revolution 
enemy, altempt to lietray his 
post, 
flee to the British lines and accept a 
commission under George II? 
What 
can be said in explanation of his ac­ 
tion, what ought to be said, not mere- 
to soften the judgment of history 
upon Arnold, but to make clear what 
the world 
is 
constantly 
doing to 
make more Arnolds. 
In the numerous biographies of the 
traitor there has been placed consid- 
rnble emphasis upon the high moral 
and religious character of his mother 
and upon the fact that he was brought 
up in a thoroughly Christian and thor­ 
oughly respectable atmosphere. 
His­ 
torians and biographers alike 
have 
asked the question, “ How could such a 
mother have such a son ?” 
Yet it is 
probably in this very fact 
that 
we 
find the beginnings of the evil 
which 
wrecked a giV«t career and all 
hut 
lost the American Revolution. 
If there is one thing that our Puri­ 
tan forefathers have 
quite 
frankly 
said about themselves, it is that they 
often overdid religion. 
This is to be 
seen in New England itself. 
Both 
Rhode Island and Connecticut 
were 
founded by brave and intelligent men 
and women who simply could not tol­ 
erate th«* extreme and narrow piety 
f Massachusetts. 
The kind of cour­ 
ageous, self-reliant and adventurous 
man who has done the most to 
ad­ 
vance civilization has all too often 
had to fight against the efforts of so­ 
ciety to keep him 
from 
doing 
the 
very things the world needs to have 
lone. 
Benedict 
Arnold’s 
mother 
wrote t»i her son about his “precious 
oul”. 
One can imagine the kind of 
violent rebellion such a thing creat­ 
ed in such a boy. 
When Arnold was 
fifteen 
he ran 
away and joined the Coloniel troops 
m*pa ring for the French and Indian 
War. At the intercession of his moth- 
*r, he was discharged 
and 
brought 
back. 
Posterity ha*- thought of the 
fortunate Mrs. Arnold who thus sav- 
her boy from death on the field of 
battle. 
Should we not think of 
the 
high-spirited boy, who has outgrown 
his mother’s apron strings, yet who is 
humiliated beyond words 
by 
being 
caught ami brought back home, like a 
mall child who has been surprised 
with a jam 
p*>t ? 
Might it not have 
been better if Mrs. Arnold had let her 
hoy go, instead of outraging his dig­ 
nity and hurting his pride by drag­ 
ging him 
back 
to 
bo 
laughed at? 
Moreover, when Arnold got tired 
of 
the army, he went “absent 
without 
leave", ami came home. 
For this he 
hould have been punished, but 
the 
influence of his mother got him off. 
We know very little about Arnold’s 
childhood, that most important period 
of life. 
But what we do know points 
to two things: 
his mother provoked 
in him the spirit of revolt, and 
she 
enable him to think he 
could 
“ get 
away with” wrongdoing. 
When the 
Revolution 
broke 
out, 
Arnold was among the first to volun­ 
teer. 
Although in Connecticut, 
he 
and his troop reached the scene 
of 
war within ten »lays of th»* Rattles of 
Lexington and Concord. 
He immedi­ 
ately volunteere«! f«*r the 
»iangerous 
duty of getting guns and ammunition 
from old Fort Ticomleroga. 
He cap­ 
tured the fort and its garrison. 
For 
this ho as rewarded by being “inves­ 
tigated”. superseded in command by a 
man who had done no fighting, ami 
was allowed to go home without hav­ 
ing been reimbursed by the State of 
Massachusetts for the large 
amount 
*»f money he had spent in the patriot 
cause. 
Incidentally 
th»*re 
was 
no 
justification for the conduct of 
the 
civil authorities responsible. 
Arnold swallowed 
the 
insult 
and 
went to Cambridge, where W ashing­ 
ton had now taken command of the 
army. 
The new commander in chief 
saw at once the sterling qualities of 
Arnold and sent him on a hazardous 
expedition to Quebec. 
With an army 
half-starved and decimated by disease 
Arnold struggled through 
the 
icy 
woods of Mu mo and attacked Quebec, 
which held a larger garrison than bis 
attacking force. 
Of course he failed, 
and was wounded. 
But bis heroism 
in this expedition is unparalleled 
in 
American military history. 
Outnum­ 
bered ten times, he withdrew his army 
from Canada and was again supersed­ 
ed in command. 
Yet the new com­ 
mander intrusted him with the task 
of keeping the British 
out 
of 
the 
United States at the north in 1770. 
With 
astonishing 
ingenuity 
and 
skill, he built a fleet on Lake Champ­ 
lain, hurled it in the face of a 
great 
British armament, with troops which 
outnumbered him ten to one. 
Altho’ 
his fleet as entirely 
wiped 
out, he 
saved his army. 
The great 
British 
force was so badly battered that in­ 
stead of continuing its way to New 


ians 
in 
the 
Continental Congress 
promptly promoted over his head five 
junior brigadiers to 
major 
general 
and did nothing for the fighting gen- 
i ral. 
Arnold's rage was shared 
by 
Washington—but Congress would 
do 
nothing. 
Arnold threatened to 
re­ 
sign, 
but 
at 
Washington'-« earnest 
personal request he stayed with the 
colors. 
One should not think less of 
Arnold for this, for it is worth know­ 
ing that at this same time a French 
general appeared in America, magni­ 
ficently offering his services to Con­ 
gress. 
The politicians were thinking 
of making him a major general and 
chief of artillery. 
When 
this 
news 
got around, three 
of 
Washington’s 
bravest generals, Nathaniel Greene, 
John Sullivan anrf Henry Knox, 
all 
wrote Congress that if the French­ 
man was appointed they would 
re­ 
sign. 
Moreover, 
one 
disgi untied 
brigadier, who had been passed over, 
did resign. 
Arnold received permission to 
go 
home in the winter of 1777, hut was 
rudely interrupted on his holiday 
by 
an invasion 
of 
Connecti« ut 
itself. 
Hastily gathering a force of militia he 
threw his little army directly 
across 
the British line of march. 
In n terri­ 
fic fight at Ridgefield, Connecticut, he 
opposed an enemy force four 
times 
his strength. 
Naturally he was de­ 
feated, and this time his horse fell 
under him srtuck by nine bullets. He 
extricated himself and drew off 
his 
forces, 
secured 
reinforcements and 
flung himself once more on the Brit­ 
ish troops who were now 
retreating 
toward New 
York. 
Only 
by 
the 
most desperate fighting did the Brit­ 
ish force, still much superior in num­ 
bers, succeed in escaping from 
the 
clutches of the tireless Arnold. 
For this Congress did finally make 
him a major general—but with char­ 
acteristic ill grace, it refu-ed to re- 
tore his rank above the other 
five 
generals. 
To a soldier this kind 
of 
promotion is insulting. 
Arnold went 
to Philadelphia 
to 
Congress, 
and 
found a number of charges had been 
trumped up against him, in connection 
with his accounts in th«1 Quebec 
ex­ 
pedition. 
He defended himself ably 
and the charges 
were demonstrated 
groundless. 
Still Congress did 
not 
restore his rank. 
In exasperation Arnold 
presented 
his resignation, but on the same day 
came the news from Washington that 
the British general, Burogyne, 
had 
started south from Canada again, and 
that Arnold must be 
sent 
to 
help 
check him. 
Again at the re«juest of 
the* commander in chief ho swallow­ 
ed his resentment and left for 
the 
northern headquarters. 
When he a r ­ 
rived he was sent off to relieve 
the 
beleaguered garrison at Fort Stan- 
ix. 
Although again outnumbered by 
the British, yet by a combination of 
audacity and skill, he soon had 
that 
particular British army in full flight. 
He turned his army and rushed back 
to the Hudson to join the main north­ 
ern arm y now opposing the 
British 
arm y under Burgoyne. 
Here in September and October 
of 
1777, although Arnold was a subor­ 
dinate commander. h»* displayed a re­ 
sourcefulness and energy in 
leading 
the American troop* in person which 
had much to do with the final Ameri 
cau victory. 
The American comman­ 
der, Gates, was scarcely on the field 
of battle at all, while 
Arnold 
was 
badly wounded in the final battle 
of 
October 7 which scaled the fate 
of 
the British army at Saratoga. 
In the Saratoga 
campaign 
Gates 
had not taken pains to be as careful 
of Arnold’s feelings as had W ashing­ 
ton, and there had been friction 
be­ 
tween the two. 
When to this Arnold 
felt the added insult of Gates’ reports 
slighting the work of his division in 
the campaign, another factor was add­ 
ed to make Arnold resentful and an- 
»ry. 
He as carried home to convalesce 
in the winter of 
1778, 
and joined 
Washington again in the spring 
at 
Valley Forge. 
As the British evacu­ 
ates! Philadelphia, Arnold was given 
the important post of commander of 
the garrison in the capital city. Here 
he stayed in the summer of 1778 
and 
the winter of 1779. 
His wounded leg 
made service in the field impossible. 
The civil and municipal authorities 
of Philadelphia did a great deal to 
make trouble for him, and the neces­ 
sary and inevitable conflicts between 
the military and 
civil 
jurisdictions 
added more fuel to the 
fire of 
his 
w’rath 
against 
Congress. 
Finally 
charges were made against him which

Several other family pic­ 
nic parties had gathered there seek­

picnic luncheon. Moore and the

young women were 
rowing 
among 
the law while others 
in 
the « party 
w ere fishing or lounging in the shade. 
According to reports, Moore s ta rt­ 
ed to rock the boat to frighten 
the 
girls. 
“ I can take care of you”, 
he 
replied to their protests. 
One side of 
the boat 
dipped 
w ater. 
The 
girls 
leaned tow ard the other side quickly 
and the boat careened and capsized, 
with Moore under it. 
Although the girls
